The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case invention I does not require "before the 
combustion engine is started" to have the flywheel decoupled at least from the 
combustion engine or to have the drag torques be separated or have the gearbox 
being shifted to neutral after the flywheel is brought into effective connection with 
the energy source.

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Other devices for combustion engines design are not required to such specific 
method of operation. Moreover, having the flywheel disconnected and connected 
after certain periods of times is not required in invention I ; neither it is necessary 
to accelerate the gearbox input in order to change down a gear.
